2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-41 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of 
constructing a cellular structure having nodes and the cellular structure having nodes. The method of diffusion bonding at least one 
truss layer to at least one panel using node pins in the claimed manner is not taught by the prior art.
